Brazil hit by 
- pre-cup jitters 


The almost traditional pre-World Cup jitters have hit 
Brazil where manager Claudio Coutinho 
criticised by the media for his initial selection of his 22 


players. 

More and more voices are 
heard demanding the replace- 
ment of Coutinho with Mario 
Zagalo, former national team 
coach who returned to Rio in 
January from Kuwait. 


However, the Brazilian As- 


sociation hasn't made any moves 
yet — apart from gathering the 
squad at Teresopolis, 100 km 
from Rio. 

In goal Leao is the tirst ehoice 
and most Brazilians agree with 
this. 

The two fulibacks will be Ze 
Maria and Rodrigues Netto and 
the public seems to feel that two 
bypassed stars, Nelinho and 
Marinho, would have been pre- 
ferable. 

The central defenders will be 
Amaral and Pereira — provided 
Pereira is released in time by 
Atletico Madrid. 

There is little dispute about 
the midfield: the Zico-Toninho 
Cerezo-Rivelino trio is perhaps 
the strongest in the world. 

Coutinho is having problems 
with his attack. He omitted Paulo 
Cesar, Roberto and Palinha — 


"and so the only certainty seems 


to be Dirceu (not to be confused 
with Dirceu. Lopez. who, some 
years ago, thrilled Australian 
crowds. when touring with 
Cruzeiro}. 

Gil may play on the right wing 
— though the Brazilian press 
rates him “light years” behind 
some of their previous heroes 
such as Garrincha, Julinho and 
Jairzinho.
